Ibrahim gang, namely Ramchandra @ Bachhi and!; Gabrial 
@ Baba were engaged by one Dilip Bulchandani, ah indus¬ 
trialist, to recover his huge amounts from others. 


On receipt of this information, a Police party Consisting 
of four Police Inspectors and three Sub-Inspectors 4f Police, 
left for Kalbro Polyester Ltd., Andheri (B), owendiby Dilip 
Bulchandani. Utmost care was taken that the gangsters and 
Dilip Bulchandani should noi know about Police aclion. As 
such only two officers entered Bulchandani’s office on the 
pretext of business transaction and found two ^gangsters 
sitting with Bulchandani. Sensing apprehension off arrest, 
one of the gangsters took out a loaded revolver I and the 
other a pistol which were concealed on their persons but 
before they could use the firearms, Gabrial was ovqijr power¬ 
ed and disarmed by S/Shri S. B. Jedhe, Inspector of Police 
and P.M. George, Sub-Inspector of Police at the riskij of their 
own lives. Simultaneously, without caring for their own 
lives Shri M.A. 'Qavi, Inspector of Police and Sjhri l.H. 
Shaikh, Sub-Inspector of Police, overpowered and disarmed 
Bachhi Pande. He made a statement before Panojias that 
Dilip Bulchandani had engaged him alongwith: his five 
accomplices to comit dacoity at Hotel Sheetal situated at 
Khar (W) and to abduct its owner for recovery o| Rs. 30 
lakhs which Dilip Bulchandani had to recover ffom the 
owner of Hotel. To execute the plan, they had assembled 
to finalise the details and their associates were asked to 
wait in a tailor’s shop at Khar. The associates weqe armed 
with revolvers, mini stengun and two China made bombs. 
On this revelation, the police party immediately lef| Kalbro 
Polyester Ltd., for Khar. In the meantime on the Associates 
of Bachhi Pande tried to escape in a Maruti but was appre¬ 
hended by Shri S. W. Jambhulkar. Inspector of Po|ice and 
Shri P.L. D'Souza, Sub-Inspector of Police. On reaching 
Khar, Bachhi Pande led the Police party to the tailor's shop. 
On seeing the Police, three associates of Bachhi pande in 
the shop took out revolvers but were overpowef-ed and 
disarmed by Shri J. S. Jafil, Jambulkar with Inspectors and 
Shri P.L. D'Souza, Sub-Inspector of Police. A shoulder bag 
carried by one of the three associates containing ijprearmsi 
and explosives was also confiscated. 
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Thus the above Police party consisting of 7 offices arrested 
a total of 7 armed violent and desperate gangsters including 
Bulchandani in a swift and flawness operation and seized 
5 imported revolvers, one mini stengun, 2 Chine made bombs, 
3 empties and 68 live cartridges. 

In this encounter Shri Mohammed Abdul Qavi, Inspector 
of Police, Shri Jaysing Sbivajirao Patil, Inspector of Police, 
Shri Shyamrao Baburao Jedhe, Inspector of Police, Shri

Shri Darshan Kumar did not move and 
continued to engage the extremists with heavy firing with 
the Police party at his command. The hand grenades thrown 
by the extremists exploded and caused injuries to Shri Raj 
Kumar, Shri Rajwant Singh, Special Police Officers and 
Constable Guljinder Singh of PAP.

With no possible place or position to take cover, almost 
simultaneously, both Shri Jaswant Singh and the terrorist 
opened fire at each other and both fell dead on the spot.

No 
sooner the train arrived at Gordhua Halt between Bariarpur 
and Ratanpur Railway Stations at about 1950 hrs, mlt- 
creants numbering about 15/20, disconnected the Hose Pipes 
of the Train and started throwing hand made bombs on the 
Engine and also fired on the RPF escort party and Engine 
Crews. Observing the situation to be grave, both the RPF 
Constables immediately took positions Inside the Tender and 
retutned fire from their service Rifles. The miscreants conti¬ 
nued their on slaught by hurling bombs and fired shots at 
the RPF escort party and the Engine Crews. In the encounter 
which ensued, Constable Kashi Nath Prasad Gupta, sustained 
a bullet injury on his right chest and fell down unconscious. 
He was admitted in the hospital on 30-10-191 but expired 
on 31-10-1991. Due to courageous resistance put up by 
Constable Kashi Nath Prasad Gupta and his colleague, the 
miscreants took to their heels. Thus, the timely and brave 
action taken by Constable Kashi Nath Prasad Gupta, in 
returning the Are and keeping the armed criminals at bay; 
resulted not only in saving the life of his colleague, but also 
that of the Engine Crews on the Train as well as the railway 
property. 

Constable Kashi Nath Prasad Gupta displayed courage of 
a high order by putting up a valiant fight, unmindful of his 
personal safety and laid down his life at the alter of duty 
tn this encounter with criminals armed with lethal weapons. 

In this encounter Shri Kashi Nath Prasad Gupta, Cons¬ 
table displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of Police Medal and consequently 
carrier with it the special allowance admissible under rule 
5, with effect front 30th October, 1991.

RULES 

No. 6/12/92-CS-I.—The Rules for a competitive exami¬ 
nation viz Assistants Grade Examination, 1991 to be held 
by the Staff Selection Commission in 1992 for the purpose 
of filling vacancies In the following services Posts are publi¬ 
shed for general information :— 

(i) Grade IV (Assistants) of General Cadre of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(ii) Assistants’ Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat 
Service; 


■(iii) Assistants' Grade of the Central Secretariat Ser¬ 
vice; 

(iv) Assistants’ Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Services; and 

(v) Posts of Assistant, in other Departmental Organisa¬ 
tions and Attached Offices of the Government ol 
India not participating in the IFS (B)/Railway 
Board Secretariat Service/Central Secretariat Ser- 
vice/Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Services. 

1. A candidate may compete in respect of any one or 
more of the Services/Posts mentioned above. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be as specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selection 
Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I to these 
Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the exami¬ 
nation will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must be either :— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 21st January, 1962 with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling in India, or 

(c) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from) 
Sri Lanka, with the intention of permanently settling 
in India. 


Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c), 
(d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi¬ 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted lo the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India. 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attain¬ 
ed the age of 20 years and must not have attained the age 
of 25 years on the 1st of January, 1991 i.e. he must have 
been born not earlier than the 2nd January, 1966 and not 
later than the 1st January, 1971, 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxable upto the age 
or 30 years in respect of lDCs/ UDCs/ Stcnogragraphcrs Grade 
D/Grade III with not less than 3 years continuous and regular 
service on 1st January, 1991 in the various Departments/ 
Offices of the Government of India including those under the 
Union Territories Administrations or in the Office of the 
Election Commission and the Central Vigilance Commission 
or in the Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha Secretariat. 

Candidates holding posts, which are not designated as 
LDCs/UDCs/Stenographcrs Grade D/Grade HI will not 
be eligible for age relaxation under this sub-rule, even (hough 
the posts held by them are in identical pay scale. 

fc) The Upper age limit prescribed above will be further 
relaxable : — 

(i) . upto a maximum of live years if a candidate belongs 

to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe;

ST candidates) if a candidate is a bonafide repatriate 
or prospective repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka, and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964 or is to migrate to India under 
the Iqdo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964. 
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(iii) upfo a maximum of thiee years (8 years for SC/ 
ST candidates) in the case of Defence Services 
Personnel, disabled in operation during hostilities 
with any foreign country or in a disturbed area and 
released as a consequence thereof; 

tiv) upto u maximum of 5 years (10 years for SC/ 
fir in the case of exscrviceman) Commissioned 
Officers including ECO’s /SSCO’s who hod rendered 
at least 5 years Military Service as on 1st January, 
1991 and nave been released (i) on completion of 
assignment including those who6e assignment is 
due to be completed within one year from the 
closing date, otherwise than by way of dismissal or 
discharge or on account of misconduct or inefficiency 
or (ii) on account of physical disability attributable 
to Military Service or (iii) on invalidment; 

(v) uplo a maximum of 5 years (,10 years for SC/ 
ST) in Case of ECO’s SSCO’s who have completed 
an initial period of assignment of 5 years of Military 
Service as on 1-1-91 and arc retained In the Military 
Service thereafter, and in whose case the Ministry 
of Defence issued a certificate that they can apply 
for civil employment and that they will be released 
on 3 months’ notice on securing civil employment- 

Note : Ex-servicemen who have already joined the Govern¬ 
ment job on Civil side after availing of the benefit 
given to them as ex-servicemen for their re-employ¬ 
ment are not eligible to apply under Rule 5(c) (iv) 
of the Rules. 

Save as Provided above the Age Limits Prescribed can itt 
no case be released. 

Note : The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under Rule 5 (b) shall be cancelled 
if after submitting this application he resigns from 
Service or his services are terminated by his Deptt, 
cither before or after taking the examination. He 
will, however, continue to be ligible, if he (s re¬ 
trenched from the service or post after submitting 
his application. 

An LDC/UDC/Steuographer Grade D who is on deputa¬ 
tion to an ex-cadre post with the approval of the competent 
authority or who is transferred to another post but retains 
lien on the post from where he is transferred will be eligible 
to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible. 

6. A candidate must bold a degree of any of the Univer¬ 
sities incorporated by an Act of the Central of State Legisla¬ 
ture in India or other educational institutions established by 
an Act of Parliament or declared to bo deemed as a 
University under Section 3 of the University Grants Com¬ 
mission Act, 1956 or possess an equivalent qualification. 

Note T; —Candidate possessing professional and technical 
qualifications which are recognised by Govern¬ 
ment as equivalent to professional and technical: 
degree will also be eligible for admission to the 
examination. 

Note II ;—Candidates who have appeared at an examina¬ 
tion the passing of which would render them 
educationally qualified for the Commission’s 
examination but have not been informed of tho 
result as also the candidates who intend to 
appear at such a qualifying examination will 
not be eligible to apply for admission to the 
Commission’s examination, 

7 All Candidates in Government service whether in a per-? 
munent or in a temporary capacity on' as workcharged em¬ 
ployees, other than casual or duty daily rated employee, or 
those serving under Public Enterprises, will be required to 
submit an undertaking that they have Informed in writing 
their Head of Offlce/Departraent that they have applied for 
the Examination. 

Candidates should note that in case a communication is 
received from their employer by the Commission withhold¬ 
ing permission to the candidates applying for appearing at 


the examination, their applications shall be rejected/candi- 
dature shall be cancelled. 

8. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

9. No candidate will be admitted to the examinuton unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

10. Candidates must pay fee prescribed in para 12 of the 
Commission’s Notice. 

11. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of :— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means; 
or 

(ii) impersonating; or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person; or 

(iv) submitting fabricated document or documents which 
have been tampered with; or 

(v) making statement which are incorrect or false; or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for his examina¬ 
tion or 

tvii) using unfair means during the examination, or 

(viii) writing irrelevent matter, including obaence langu¬ 
age or pronographic matter, in the scrlpt(s), or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall, or 

(x) Faking away the Question booklet/answer sheet 
from the examination hall, or 

(xi) harassing .or doing bodily harm to the staff employed 
by the Commission for the conduct of their exami¬ 
nation, or 

(xii) violating any of the instruction issued to the candi¬ 
dates alongwith their Admission Certificates permit¬ 
ting them to take the examination, or 

(xiil) attempting to commit or as the case may be, abet¬ 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may, in addition to 
rendering himselt liable to criminal prosecution, be 
liable. 

(a) to disqualified by the Commission from the examina¬ 
tion for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred, either permanently or for specified 

period ;— 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or selec¬ 
tion held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employment 
under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules, if 
he is already in service under Government. 

provided that no penalty under this rule shall be imposed 
except after :— 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of making such 
representation in writing as he may wish to make 
in that behalf; and 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by the 
candidate, within the period allowed to him, into 
consideration. 

12. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by tire 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, and in 
that order so may candidates as are found by the Cojn- 
mission to be qualified by the examination shall be recom¬ 
mended for appointment upto the number of unreserved 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the examina¬ 
tion. 
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(b) who having a spouse living has entered Into or 
contracted a marriage with any person shall be 
eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rulo; 


Provided further that the candidates belonging to iny 
of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, may to the 
extent of ihe number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, be recommended by the 
Commission by a relaxed standard, subject to the fitness of 
those candidates for selection to the service. 

Provilded further that the candidates belonging to ihe 
SC and ST, who have been recommended by the Commission 
without resorting to the relaxed standards referred to in 
this sub-rule, shall not be adjusted against the vacancies reser¬ 
ved for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, 

13. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion, and the Commission 
will not enter Into correspondence with them regading the 
result. 

14. Subject to other provisions contained in these rules, 
due consideration will be given at the time of making appoint¬ 
ment on the result of the examination, to the preference 
expressed by a candidate for various Services/Posts in the 
detailed application form. 

15. Appointments will be made on probation for 1 a period 
of two years. The period of probation may be extended if 
considered necessary. 

16. Candidates will be required to pass test in typewriting 
at a minimum speed of 30 words per minute in English or 
25 words per minute in Hindi within a period of two years 
from the date of appointment to the Assistant Grade. In 
the event of their failure to pass the test within the prescrib¬ 
ed period, they shall not be entitled to draw any further 
increments in the Assistant’s Grade until they pass such 
test or are exempted from this requirement under a special 
or general order and on passing or being exempted from 
the test, their pay shall be reflxed as if their increments had 
not been withheld but no arrears of pay shall be allowed 
for the period the increments had been withheld. 

17. No person :— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 


18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service. A candidate who after such medical examination as 
may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not to satisfy these requirements will not be appointed. 
Only such candidates as arc likely to be considered for appoint¬ 
ment will be medically examined. 

19. Success at the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary that the candidate having 
regard to his character and antecedents is suitable In all 
respect for appointment to the Service/Post. 

20. Conditions of Service for Assistants in the Indian 
Foreign Service (B), the Railway Board Secretariat Service, 
the Central Secretariat Service and the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Civil Service arc briefly stated in Appendix II.

SYLLABUS OF THE EXAMINATION 

Paper 1 (a) Reasoning Ability 

Questions in the test of Reasoning Ability will be 
non-verbal and verbal both. Of the 100 items, 40 items 
will be of Non-verbal type based on classification, Analogy 
and series. The remaining 60 items will be of verbal 
type based on Letter/Number series, Letter/Number Word 
Analogy, Number/Letter/Word classification, Coding and 
Decoding, problem solving/Flnding the rule, special 
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orientation/special visualisation, statement concluslon/syllo- 
gistlc Reasoning. 

(b) General Awareness 

Questions in this test will aim at measuring knowledge 
of current events besides knowledge of general science/ 
social science and their application to the society. This 
test will also include questions on sports, culture, history, 
geography, general polity etc. These questions will be 
such that they do not require a special study of any 
discipline. 

Paper II 
(a) Arithnialic

fb) Language I (General English) 

Questions in this test will be based on error recognition, 
fill in the blanks (using verbs, prepositions articles, adverbs 
etc.,), vocabulary, spellings, sequence of sentences in a 
paragraph sequence of words in a sentence, cloze passage 


and comprehension passages etc. Synonyms and anto¬ 
nyms will be ased in the context of the given passage. 
The standard of questions will be only of the 10+2 level. 

Language II (General English and Hindi) 

Questions in this test will consist of 50 percent ques¬ 
tions in General English as in Language I and 50 percent 
questions in Hindi. Questions in Hindi will be designed 
to test candidates understanding of the language and 
correct use of all words, phrases and idioms, ability 
to write Language correctly, precisely and effectively.

2. Persons recruited direct to Grade IV of the General 
'Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (B) will be on 
probation for a period of two years during which they 
will undergo such training and pass such tests as may 
be prescribed by Government.

(2) Persons recruited direct as Assistant will be on pro¬ 
bation for period of two years during which they will under¬ 
go such training and pass such departmental tests as may 
be prescribed by Government. Failure to show sufficient 
progress in the course of training or to pass the tests may 
result in the discharged of Ihe probationer from services. 


As regards leave and other conditions of service, staff 
including in the Railway Board Secretariat Service are treated 
in the same way as other Railway staff but in the matter of 
medical facilities they will be governed by rule applicable 
to other Central Government employees with headquarters 
at New Delhi. 

(Hi) Central Secretariat Service :—The Central Secre¬ 
tariat Service has at present four grades as follows :—. 

(1) Section Grade (Deputy Secretary or equivalent) 
Rs. 3700-125-4700-150-5000/-. 

(2) Grade I (Under Secretary or equivalent) 

Rs. 3000-100-3500-125M500/-. 

(3) Section Officers Grade Rs. 2000-60-2300-EB-75- 
3200-100-3500/ 

(4) Assitants Grade Rs. 1640-60-2600-EB-75- 
2900, 


(3) On conclusion of the period of probation, the Govern¬ 
ment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or if 
his work or conduct has in the opinion of Government been 
unsatisfactory he may be either discharged from the service 
or his period of probation may be extended for such further 
period as Government may think fit. 

(4) Assistants recruited to the AFHQ Civil Service will be 
posted to one of the Service Headquarters or Inter Service 
Organisations, participating in the AFHQ Civil Service 
Scheme. They may, however, at any time be transferred to 
any other such Headquarters or office. 

(5) Assistants will be eligible for promotion to higher 
grades in accordance with the rules in force from time to 
time in this behalf. 

(6) Persons appointed to the Assistant.Grade or the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service will not, after such appoint¬ 
ment have any claim for transfer or appointment to post not 

included in (hat service. 
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
